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“Then they that feared the Lord spake often 
one to another: and the Lord hearkened, and 
heard it, and a book of remembrance was 
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“Gin Pilgrim Memorial Fund Commission early 

proposed that when the Pilgrim Memorial Fund 
had been collected, a memorial book should be pub- 
lished, containing a record of those gifts to the Fund 
of one thousand dollars or more that were specified by 
the donors as memorials. These gifts vary in amount 
from one thousand to one hundred thousand dollars and 
are recorded by name, as an evidence of the reverence 
and affection of the donors, the sincerity of whose devo- 
tion has been manifested in the memorial gifts of both 
the less and greater amounts. The publication of the 
book has of necessity waited on the completion of the 
Fund. The officers and trustees of the Annuity Fund, 
to whom the responsibilities of the Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund Commission were committed on the dissolution 
of the latter in 1923, take pleasure in presenting this 
Book of Remembrance to the generous and reverent 
donors of memorials, not only in fulfilment of a 
promise, but as a grateful record of their fellowship 
in a noble enterprise.

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Pilgrim Memorial Pund 
“Gin years have elapsed since a group of devoted, coura- 


geous and far-seeing men, authorized and instructed 
by the National Council of Congregational Churches, made an 
historic appeal to the Congregational Churches of the United 
States, in behalf of an endowment for the Annuity Fund for 
Congregational Ministers. In commemoration of the three 
hundredth anniversary of the landing of the Pilgrims, this 
Fund was to be called the Pilgrim Memorial Fund. 


Earnest and deliberate consideration had preceded the 
solicitation of contributions. As early as June 24, 1915, the 
Commission on Missions had voted to “present to the Council 
in a general way the proposal to raise a Tercentenary Fund” 
and the National Council in October of the same year had 
adopted the following recommendation: 


That the Commission on Missions be instructed to prepare a plan 
for commemorating the three hundredth anniversary of the landing 
of the Pilgrims by means of some notable effort in furtherance of 
our denominational missionary undertakings, to take such preliminary 
steps as may be needful and which do not commit the Council to 
major features of the plan to be proposed, and to submit the whole 
matter at the 1917 meeting of the Council. 


Pursuant to this vote, the Commission on Missions voted, 
March 7, 1916, “that the Tercentenary Fund should be for 
$3,000,000 for Ministerial Aid, to be known as the Congrega- 
tional Tercentenary Fund.” A Tercentenary Commission of 
fifteen persons was created, five of whom were representatives 
of the Commission on Missions. To these five men, Rev. 
Messrs. Donald J. Cowling, Albert Parker Fitch, Henry 
Churchill King, Charles S. Mills, and Mr. Frank Kimball, was 
committed the duty of re-shaping the Tercentenary program. 
On their recommendation it was voted by the Commission on 
Missions that the Tercentenary Fund be used to finance some 
ministerial annuity plan, and that the Commission approve the 
amendment to the Annuity Fund as proposed by the Board of 
Trustees of the Annuity Fund. 


After acceptance of this report, the Tercentenary Commis- 


sion was discharged with the thanks of the Commission on 
Missions, and the further conduct of Tercentenary matters was 
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committed to those members of the Commission on Missions 
who had been its representatives on the Tercentenary Com- 
mission. 


At the National Council meeting at Columbus, Ohio, in 
October, 1917, the Commission on Missions recommended 
“that the Congregational Churches should make the cul- 
minating feature of the five-fold Tercentenary Program, the 
task of raising the sum of five million dollars as a Pilgrim 
Memorial Fund, to be held in perpetuity, for investment and 
reinvestment, under the care of the Corporation for the 
National Council.” Expressing their profound conviction of 
the imperative obligation of exalting the dignity of the 
ministry in order to promote its effectiveness and to deepen 
the consciousness of the high and sacred mission of the church, 
they recommended that the income of this Memorial Fund 
should be used to provide old age annuities, disability and 
death benefits for Congregational ministers and their widows, 
in connection with contributory payments by the ministers 
themselves. 


As a tribute to those who led in this historic task, the names 
of the members of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund Commission 
of One Hundred, appointed at that time, are herewith pre- 
sented :

Owing to the fact that the Commission of One Hundred, 
representing the entire denomination from coast to coast, was 
too large for detailed executive work, a smaller Executive 
Committee was given authority and responsibility. The death 
of Prof. Fred B. Hill, of Carleton College, and the resigna- 
tion of Oscar E. Maurer, D.D., who was leaving for war 
service in France, caused the Executive Committee that under- 
took this great responsibility to be composed finally as follows:

Dr. Charles S. Mills, pastor of the First Congregational 
Church, Montclair, N. J., was appointed by the National 
Council as chairman both of the Pilgrim Fund Commission 
and the Executive Committee. After more than a decade 
since the creation of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund Com- 
mission, the Congregational ministry of the United States 
and the whole body of our churches still acknowledge grate- 
fully their debt to Dr. Mills for the faith, wisdom and noble 
passion with which he, more than any other one person, 
carried this great task to a triumphant conclusion. 


At the meeting of the Commission in December, 1917, 
Herman F. Swartz, D.D., at that time Secretary of Missions 
of the Congregational Home Missionary Society, was elected 
Executive Secretary. Dr. Swartz brought to the service of the 
Commission a winning personality, rare inventiveness, and 
unconquerable enthusiasm. 


The preparation for so large a task was made with scrupu- 
lous care. The entire country was divided into districts under 
the care of competent leaders, as follows:

In Southern California, Dr. William E. Barton, of Oak 
Park, Ill., gave several weeks to the service of the Fund. 


The enthusiasm and devotion to a common end on the 
part of all those who led the campaigns in the different states, 
as well as of those who constituted the large force of field 
men, have never been excelled in our denominational history. 
The misssionary societies loyally contributed the services of 
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their own secretaries, in order that these secretaries might 
lead in the solicitation of the Fund. The Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund thus became a memorial offering in which every agency 
of our denominational life shared whole-heartedly. Through- 
out the whole denomination the task of raising this Fund 
became a major interest, in which laymen and ministers, the 
rich and the poor, vied with each other. Loyalty, generosity, 
good-will, zeal and wisdom were exemplified to a unique 
degree. Excellent publicity was provided by the Congrega- 
tionalist and in local papers. 


The five million dollar objective was divided into state 
quotas, based in general on three times the apportionment 
for benevolences. The pledge cards provided for payments 
in five annual instalments, if the donor desired. It was also 
voted that any gift of one thousand dollars or over might be 
named as a memorial of any one designated by the donor, 
with the understanding that the gift would stand as a part of 
the Pilgrim Memorial Fund. This Book of Remembrance is, 
therefore, not by any means a record of all the large gifts made 
to the Pilgrim Memorial Fund, but only of those gifts of 
one thousand dollars and upwards that were designated as 
memorials. 


Because of difficult war conditions in 1918 and the incep- 
tion of the Congregational World Movement in 1920, the 
campaign for the Fund was of necessity concentrated chiefly 
into five months, from October 1, 1919, to March 1, 1920. 
Under the leadership of each State Commission and of the 
dean of the team, plans were worked out for the presentation 
of the Fund, appointments were made with pastors and 
churches, and a rapid canvass of the whole state carried out. 
Often groups of influential laymen were gathered in the large 
centers to afford opportunities for the frank interchange of 
suggestion and to promote familiar acquaintance with the 
objective of the movement in the state. Usually the main 
reliance was placed upon the presentation of the Fund at a 
Sunday morning service, with subscriptions taken at the time, 
followed by personal interviews by the representative of the 
Fund, with the aid of the pastor or a local committee. 


On December 22, 1919, Dr. Swartz resigned as Executive 
Secretary of the Commission to become Secretary of the 
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Congregational World Movement. The sense of the service 
that he rendered is expressed in the following extracts from 
the resolutions adopted in accepting his resignation: 

“In accepting the resignation of Rev. Herman F. Swartz, D.D., as 
Executive Secretary of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund Commission, the 


Executive Committee desires to put on record its profound apprecia- 
tion of the service he has rendered for the past two years. 


“Assuming the office of Executive Secretary when the movement 
was in its initial stages, he has witnessed its growth from the first 
struggle in the difficult and well-nigh baffling conditions of the 
dreariest days of the war into an assured success, already reaching 
four-fifths of the minimum of five million dollars and with the 
prospect of passing far beyond this original objective. 


“To this comprehensive promotion of the cause have been joined 
winsome powers as an advocate, making him a most welcome visitor 
in our churches and lending to his appeal great persuasive force in 
leading them to bestow their gifts for the Fund. 

“Our personal affection, esteem and good wishes will ever go with 
him.” 

The campaign that had been so brilliantly inaugurated and 
ably led, was not, however, to lag. The vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Dr. Swartz was filled by the election of 
Lewis T. Reed, D.D., pastor of Flatbush Church, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., who took office January 15, 1920, when Dr. 
Swartz’s resignation became effective. The solicitation of 
funds continued with unabated ardor. The Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund headquarters, with an office force that, during the height 
of the campaign, rose to sixty-five employees, was located 
for some months at 287 Fourth Avenue, New York. The 
need both for a more complete organization and more adequate 
quarters became urgent. Mr. P. H. Senior, who was 
elected financial secretary and business manager, brought busi- 
ness experience and trained organizing ability to the service 
of the Fund at a crucial period, and more adequate quarters 
were found at 375 Lexington Avenue. The magnitude of the 
work during 1920 is indicated by the fact that by January 1, 
1921, 106,939 subscription cards had been received and 
tabulated. The total amount pledged at that time amounted 
to $6,207,222. By May 1, 1921, $3,035,680 had been paid in. 


Exceptional service to the Pilgrim Memorial Fund was 
rendered by President Donald J. Cowling, D.D., of Carleton 
College, who had worked out the original outline of the 
Expanded Plan and its connection with the Pilgrim Memorial 
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Fund, and who gave valuable assistance during the campaign 
because of his mastery of the facts involved and his intimate 
acquaintance with modern pension systems. 


The solicitation of the Fund having been practically ac- 
complished and the first steps taken toward permanent organi- 
zation, Dr. Reed felt constrained to yield to the urgent request 
of the Flatbush Church that he return to its pastorate, and 
offered his resignation to take effect on October 1, 1920. The 
following resolutions were adopted by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund Commission: 

“In accepting the resignation of the Executive Secretary, Rev. Lewis 
T. Reed, D.D., the Executive Committee of the Pilgrim Memorial 


Fund Commission desires to express to him their appreciation of 
his exceedingly important and efficient service. 


“Assuming charge of the office when the drive for the Pilgrim 
Memorial Fund was in its concluding period, and subscriptions were 
coming daily in overwhelming volume, while the office force was 
unorganized and their quarters far outgrown and utterly inadequate, 
he, with the capable co-operation of the Financial Secretary, has 
brought the administration of the Fund through a critical period until 
today the force is competent for its task, well organized, adequately 
housed, and efficiently mastering the situation in handling more than 
100,000 subscriptions, aggregating over $6,200,000. 


“His courage, enthusiasm for the cause, his tact, devotion and 
executive force are beyond praise, and he leaves the work to return 
to his beloved people in Flatbush with the warm affection and high 
regard of all with whom he has labored.” 

To all who had been concerned in the great task of raising 
the Pilgrim Memorial Fund, it was a matter of deep gratifica- 
tion that Charles S. Mills, D.D., who as chairman of the Pil- 
grim Memorial Fund Commission and its Executive Committee, 
had led the campaign in behalf of the Fund, was willing to 
accept an election as Executive Secretary of the Pilgrim Me- 
morial Fund Commission and General Secretary of the Annuity 
Fund for Congregational Ministers. By the election of Dr. 
Mills, who brought to the office not only his deep sense of the 
value of the work, but also his acquaintance with the details of 
the plan for the Annuity Fund, in the construction of which he 
had been intimately associated with the Actuary and others, 
there ensued no interruption in the work. From October, 
1920, a dual operation was in process in the office of the 
Annuity Fund; first, the collection of the Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund; and, second, the creation of the new forms under 
which the Expanded Plan of the Annuity Fund was to be 
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carried on. The Pilgrim Memorial Fund Commission con- 
tinued its existence until October 20, 1923, when the National 
Council voted that the Pilgrim Memorial Fund Commission 
be discontinued and the further work of the Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund be committed to the Trustees of the Annuity Fund. 


Among the significant contributions that were made to 
the success of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund in its historic work 
for the Congregational ministry was the service of the Finance 
Committee of the Corporation that was charged with the 
onerous task of the investment of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund. 
The value of the service rendered by this committee during 
the early and formative days of the Fund, is indicated by the 
mere fact that on December 31, 1929, the securities purchased 
showed an appreciation of nearly $400,000.

Only those who followed intimately the development of 
the Fund can measure the obligation of the Congregational 
churches and ministry to the men who gave unstinted and 
most scrupulous attention to safeguarding the finances of the 
Pilgrim Memorial Fund. 


Dr. Mills remained as General Secretary of the Ministerial 
Boards until October 1, 1928. The resolutions adopted on his 
resignation were in part as follows: 


“Placed in charge of the raising of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund, 
by his generalship and energy he brought to a successful conclusion 
the largest undertaking in the history of our churches. It was in- 
evitable then that he be called to the task of administering the funds, 
as General Secretary. This was a task to daunt a less courageous 
and enduring spirit; it necessitated the collection of the Fund, the 
working out of the Expanded Plan, the winning of the ministers 
and the churches to the new idea, and the transferring of members 
from the old plan to the new. Yet with such smoothness and skill 
were these intricate and perplexing tasks administered that the enter- 
prise proved an immediate and ever-increasing success. 
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“At the same time the work of the Board of Relief had to be 


carried on, with its growing demands and inadequate resources.

To the faithful and generous donors of the Pilgrim 
Memorial Fund it is a profound satisfaction to be able to 
say that the Pilgrim Memorial Fund has served to a note- 
worthy degree the purpose that was in view in the solicitation 
of the Fund. In the Annuity Fund for Congregational 
Ministers, whose benefits are so largely derived from the 
Pilgrim Memorial Fund, are 2,533 members, and of this mem- 
bership 359 ministers, 153 widows, and 4 orphans are rfe- 
ceiving annuities that, during the year 1929, amounted to 
$196,313. The total income derived from the investment 
of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund to December 31, 1929, has 
amounted to $2,024,511, of which $1,759,500 has actually 
been devoted either to maintaining the full annuities under 
the Original Plan, or reducing the dues to be paid by the 
minister under the Expanded Plan. The amount of interest 
received from the Pilgrim Memorial Fund is, it will be 
observed, two-fifths of the tocal principal. The amount of 
income earned in 1929 and devoted to the uses of the 
Annuity Fund for Congregational Ministers was $251,406. 


Of the full annuity of $500 under the Original Plan, based 
on thirty years of Congregational service, 48 per cent is pro- 
vided by the income of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund. Its 
service to the members of the Expanded Plan is equally 
decisive. Whereas, in the days of the campaign for the 
Fund, it was frequently stated that it was the hope of the 
officers of the Annuity Fund that $50 could be provided 
annually as a credit on a membet’s dues under the Expanded 
Plan, the Annuity Fund, due to the wise and careful invest- 
ment of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund, is now in the fifth year 
of crediting $90 on each member's dues. The generosity 
of the Plan, under these circumstances, is self-evident. For 
ministers on a $2,000 salary, whose dues—6 per cent of the 
salary—are $120 a year, three-fourths of the dues is provided 
by the income of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund; for ministers 
on a $3,000 salary, whose dues are $180, one-half the dues 
is provided. A minister whose salary is $1,800 and whose 
dues are $108, receives $90 credit from the Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund, and is therefore required to pay only $18—or one-half 
of this amount where the church shares with him in the dues— 
in order to have $108 annually placed to his credit against 
the period of old age. The liberal contributions toward | 
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their dues made by the income of the Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund provides an incentive to all the younger ministers 
especially, to become members of the Annuity Fund and 
thereby make measurably adequate provision for age. 


It is the conviction of the Trustees of the Annuity Fund 
that the great undertaking of raising the Pilgrim Memorial 
Fund of $5,000,000 has already been abundantly justified by 
the number of ministers who have joined the Annuity Fund 
and the relief which this has brought from the anxieties ot 
old age. The results thus far attained, however, are only 
a beginning. In any contributory pension plan, the element 
of time is essential. The annuities that ultimately will be 
provided for those who enter the Fund under the present plan 
will increase with the years. We may look forward with 
assurance to the day when a generation of ministers will 
come to their retirement age delivered from the tragic ex- 
perience which has befallen a multitude of their older brethren 
for whom no such provision had been made in earlier years. 
The Annuity Fund for Congregational Ministers, which de- 
tives so much of its strength and vitality from the noble 
endowment created by our Congregational people, is Christian 
in its whole conception, socially just and economically sound. 


The goal of the Pilgrim Memorial Fund, established by 
vote of the National Council on July 2, 1921, is $8,000,000. 
From time to time it is the happy experience of the Annuity 
Fund to receive by legacy and gift evidence that our Con- 
gregational people are still mindful of their obligations to 
this cause. In the course of the next few years the Con- 
gregational Churches that created this endowment for the 
benefit of the sacred institution of the ministry, should press 
on to the attainment of the goal that has been formally and 
solemnly adopted as the legitimate aim of a just and wise 
benevolence.

by JOHN S. Apams, Brookline, Mass., in honor of his 
father, Rev. Aaron Chester Adams, a minister of the 
Gospel for fifty-four years, born in Bangor, Maine, 
April 7, 1815; died May 30, 1905. 


Mr. Adams graduated from Bowdoin College in 1835; and after- 
wards studied theology in Lane Seminary and also in Bangor. He 
took the ten days’ journey, as it was then, to Cincinnati, to be under 
the instruction of Dr. Lyman Beecher, whose writings, he said, “had 
given me my first clear conviction that God—Calvinistic theology to 
the contrary notwithstanding—does really love men!” In 1839 he 
became pastor of the Congregational Church in Gardiner, Maine. 
Other pastorates were in West Bloomfield, N. J. (now Montclair), 
Malden, Mass., Auburn, Maine, and Wethersfield and Thompson, 
Conn. 


In a sermon preached on the fiftieth anniversary of his ordination, 
he said, “I cannot recall the hour, nor the moment, when I have 
wished that I had chosen any other calling than that of the Christian 
ministry.” 


by Mr. and Mrs. Louis FRANCIS ANDERSON, Walla 
Walla, Wash., in honor of Mabel Ida Baker Anderson, 
born in Walla Walla, July 25, 1868; died in that city, 
August 16, 1915. 


Mabel Baker Anderson, a community leader and builder in social, 
educational, philanthropic and religious affairs, was the daughter of 
the late Dr. Dorsey S. Baker of Walla Walla, and his wife, Elizabeth 
H. Baker, and first wife of Louis Francis Anderson, professor of 
Greek and vice-president of Whitman College. She was educated at 
Whitman and became later a student of painting in Boston, having a 
marked artistic gift. Advantages of wide travel and broad reading 
developed a mind and spirit keenly sensible of the beautiful, and an 
unselfish heart placed her devotedly at the service of others. Her life 
was one of gracious beneficence, by which home, friends, city, college 
and church profited generously.

Many of his records are to be found in the Smithsonian 
Institute in Washington. 


by the First Congregational Church of Concord, N. H., 
in honor of its fifth pastor, Rev. Franklin Deming Ayer, 
D.D., born in St. Johnsbury, Vt., December 19, 1832; 
died in Philadelphia, Pa., March 17, 1919. 


Dr. Ayer graduated from Dartmouth College in 1856, and from 
Andover Theological Seminary in 1859. He was ordained in 1861 
and served as pastor of the First Congregational Church, Milford, 
with marked acceptability for six and a half years. In 1867 he was 
installed as pastor of the First Congregational Church in Concord, 
and remained its honored and beloved pastor for thirty years. 


He was a corporate member of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions, as well as an officer and trustee in 
several other national and state organizations. The honorary degree 
of Doctor of Divinity was conferred by Dartmouth College in 1887. 


He still lives in the hearts of a grateful people, to whom in the 
joys and sorrows of thirty years he was a good minister of Jesus 
Christ. 
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by Mrs. EFFiz L. BLAKE, Winsted, Conn., in honor of 
John D. Baldwin, born in Winsted, Conn., July 3, 
1848; died in the same place, February 21, 1916. 


Mr. Baldwin was an active member of the First Congregational 
Church of Winsted for forty years; and clerk of the church for ten 
years.

‘He never 
left a parish in which there does not abide to this day the sweet 
fragrance of his holy life and the high inspirations of his noble ideals.” 
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by RicHarp D. Ety, Waterbury, Conn., in honor of 
Rev. Austin Bradley Bassett, D.D., born in Allegan, 
Mich., January 23, 1859; died in Lyme, Conn., October 
5, 1916. 


Dr. Bassett was a graduate of Williams College, class of 1881, and 
of Chicago Seminary, class of 1887. He also studied at the University 
of Berlin. The degree of Doctor of Divinity was given to him by 
Williams College in 1905. He was teacher of Latin and Greek in 
Temple Grove Seminary, Saratoga Springs, N. Y., 1881-82; professor 
of mathematics and physics at Amherst Agricultural College, 1882-84. 
He was ordained as a Congregational minister in 1887; was pastor in 
Williamstown, Mass., 1887-91; in Ware, Mass., 1891-95; stated 
supply at Park Church, Hartford, 1906-10; associate professor in ex- 
perimental theology and secretary, Hartford Theological Seminary, 
1905-16. He was a member of the Society of Colonial Wars, of the 
Hartford Archaeological Society, and of the National Council of 
Congregational Churches.

in honor of its fourth pastor, Rev. Nathaniel Bouton, 
D.D., born in Norwalk, Conn., in 1799. 


Dr. Bouton was a graduate of Yale College and of Andover 
Seminary, completing the course as valedictorian of his class. During 
his stay at Andover, he originated the idea of a National Home Mis- 
sionary Society, and it came into existence in New York City in 
May, 1826. He was ordained in Concord on March 23, 1825, and 
continued as pastor of the First Congregational Church for forty-two 
years. Dr. Bouton was a trustee of Dartmouth College for thirty- 
seven years and secretary of the Board for twenty-five years. The 
New Hampshire Historical Society, of which Dr. Bouton was one of 
ne founders, has a valuable collection of “Bouton Papers” upon its 
shelves. 


Dr. Bouton married for his first wife Harriet Sherman, great-grand- 
daughter of General Roger Sherman of Connecticut. His second 
marriage was to Mary Ann Persis Bell, eldest daughter of Governor 
Bell of Chester, New Hampshire. His third marriage was to Elizabeth 
Ann Cilley, granddaughter of Major General Joseph Cilley, of Deer- 
field, New Hampshire. He was the father of thirteen children. 
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by her sons and daughters, Frank Alden, Charles 
Cranston, John Alden, Caroline Hayden, and William 
Howard Bovey, and Anne Bovey Ross, Minneapolis, 
Minn., in honor of Mrs. Charles A. (Hannah Caroline) 
Bovey, born in Eastport, Maine, August 15, 1830; died 
in Minneapolis, Minn., November 15, 1906. 


Mrs. Bovey was a direct descendant of John Alden and Priscilla 
Mullins in the eighth generation. Born at Eastport, Maine, her 
parents, Luke Brooks and Sarah Leighton Hayden Brooks, removed 
during her infancy to Salem, Mass.

Mrs. Bowman was a direct descendant of Rev. Thomas Hooker;

Mr. Boynton was a public-spirited citizen; a Boston business man, 


held in unusual esteem, and a layman of the Congregational Church 
of far-flung influence and of deep personal piety.

more than one hundred members of the First Congre- 
gational Church, Montclair, N. J., in honor of Rev. 
Amory Howe Bradford, D.D., born in Granby, N. Y., 
April 14, 1846; died in Montclair, N. J., February 18,

Dr. Bradford, the ninth in lineal descent from Governor William 
Bradford of Plymouth, was a graduate of Hamilton College, receiving 
his degree of A.B. in 1867 and D.D. in 1884. He studied in Auburn 
and Andover Seminaries, graduating from the latter in 1870. He was 
ordained on September 26, 1870, and was installed as pastor of the 
First Congregational Church in Montclair in the same year. His 
pastorate continued until his death in 1911. 


He was a founder of the Congregational Club of New York and 
of the American Institute of Christian Philosophy, a founder and, in 
1904, president of the American Missionary Association; also, the 
founder of Whittier House Social Settlement in Jersey City, the first 
of its class in the state. From 1901 to 1904 Dr. Bradford was 
Moderator of the National Council of Congregational Churches, en- 
larging its scope and cementing fellowship by visits and addresses 
from Maine to the Pacific. 


Spending summers in England, he became a familiar preacher there 
and was invited to the pastorate of the Westminster Chapel in London. 
This and all other calls he declined, holding to his original and only 
charge in Montclair, N. J., until the small group in a village of 
2,000 inhabitants grew to a membership of 1200 in a town of nearly 
25,000. 


His character and service are thus summed up in the tablet beside 
the bronze bust in the Bradford Memorial Tower, flanking the present 
edifice of the church that he had led during forty-one years:

A worthy member of Windsor Avenue Congregational Church, Hart- 
ford, for forty-seven years; daughter of Deacon Charles King, who 
was a charter member of the same church. 


Mr. Bragaw, who gave this memorial for his sainted wife, died 
suddenly on the 11th day of May, 1920. 
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by Dr. HENRY G. BRAINERD, Los Angeles, Cal., in 
honor of his father and mother, Rev. Timothy G. 
Brainerd, born in Troy, N. Y., January, 1808; died 
in Grinnell, Iowa, April, 1894; and Lucinda Dewey 
Brainerd, born in Hanover, N. H., November, 1824; 
died in Grinnell, Iowa, March, 1877. 


Mr. Brainerd graduated from Yale in 1830 and from Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1839. His first pastorate was in the 
Presbyterian Church in Londonderry, N. H., and he remained there 
until called to the Congregational Church in Halifax, Mass., in May, 
1855. In 1866 he removed to Grinnell, Iowa, where he had no 
settled pastorate, but gave himself to the service of feeble and 
missionary churches.

Mr. Bronson was the son of Oliver Hart and Emily Munson 
Bronson; a child and a member of the First Congregational Church, 
Waterbury, Conn. He served in the Connecticut Volunteer Infantry 
during the Civil War as First Sergeant, Co. A, 23rd Regiment. He 
was in business in New York from 1864 to 1869 and during that 
time was a member of the Fourth Avenue Presbyterian Church, teach- 
ing in its Sunday-school. In 1870 he removed to Hartford, where 
he was a member and chairman of Society’s Committee of the Asylum 
Hill Congregational Church. From 1880 to 1908, he was in business 
in New York and was a member of the Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church; clerk of the Session, and teacher in the Sunday-school. During 
the later years of his life he was assistant superintendent of the 
Goodwill Sunday-school, president of the Presbyterian Union of New 
York, and trustee of the Rye, New York, Presbyterian Church. 
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by Mrs. Kate M. Brooks, New Britain, Conn., in 
honor of her mother, Mrs. Horace Hale (Harriet 
Smith) Brown, born in New Britain, Conn., September 
29, 1820; died in New Britain, Conn., December 22, 
1903; “‘a daughter's tender appreciation.” 


Mrs. Brown was one of 120 original members who formed the 
South Congregational Church in New Britain. She found there a 
class of German-speaking mothers and maintained it as leader for 
nineteen years; was also the leader of a class of young men for 
twenty-three years. Her sympathy and enthusiasm for all good works 
endured through eighty-three years.

Mr. Clements was ordained in 1909 and was pastor in succession 
of Chatterton Hill Church, White Plains, N. Y., 1909 to 1912; 
Madrid, N. Y., 1912 to 1919, and Stanley Church, Chatham, N. J., 
1919 to 1928. He also served as Scribe of the New Jersey Association. 


He was fitted to an unusual degree for his life work. Quite un- 
conscious of self, he had no thought but for the need of others, and 
his deep understanding, interest and sympathy made him a staunch 
friend in time of illness and bereavement. Men and women alike 
were made calmer, stronger and more able to believe and to carry on 
because of his presence.

He 
served as a surgeon in the Union Army during the Civil War, and was 
professionally connected with the Dodge County, Wisconsin, In- 
firmary and the Wisconsin State Prison. He also held the posts of 
Superintendent and Physician for the Poor of Barnes County, North 
Dakota; Coroner of Lesueur County, Minn.; Superintendent of the 
Board of Health of Rice County, Minn.; member of the Minnesota 
Legislature, as well as many other professional and political posts in 
North Dakota and Minnesota. His final years were spent in Fitz- 
gerald, Georgia. 


by Exiza B. Conpir, Daytona, Fla., in honor of her 
husband, Edgar M. Condit and in pursuance of his own 
wishes. Mr. Condit was born in Condit, Ohio, January 
24, 1840, and died in Daytona, Fla., March 5, 1918. 


A thorough and successful business man, he was just as thorough 
and successful a churchman. The same painstaking and sagacious 
efforts given to business, he bestowed upon his church. For years a 
member of Pilgrim Church, Chicago, he was instrumental in founding 
Pilgrim Mayflower Church.

At the time of his death, he was chairman of the Board of Trustees 
and Board of Deacons of the Daytona Church. 
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by his wife, Ellen H. Cooper, and his sons, Elisha A. 
and James E. Cooper, New Britain, Conn., in honor of 
Rev. James Wesley Cooper, D.D., born in New Haven, 
Conn., October 6, 1842; died in New York City, 
March 16, 1916. 


Dr. Cooper graduated from Yale in 1865 and from Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1868; and was ordained to the Congrega- 
tional ministry on September 10, 1868. The degree of Doctor of 
Divinity was given to him by Olivet College. His first pastorate was 
at Rockport, Mass., from 1868 to 1870. He was then minister at 
Lockport, N. Y., for seven years and in New Britain, Conn., for 
twenty-five years.

Dr. Cooper was a veteran of the Civil War, having served as 
Assistant Adjutant General with the Connecticut troops. 


by HENRY G. CorDLEy, Glen Ridge, N. J., in honor 
of his father and mother, Rev. Christopher Minta 
Cordley, born in Oxford, England, 1821, and died in 
Lawrence, Mass., June 26, 1866; and Lydia Greeley 
Bailey Cordley, born in Hopkinton, N. H., in 1827, 
and died in Glen Ridge, N. J., October 20, 1900. 


Christopher Minta Cordley graduated from Western Reserve College, 
Hudson, Ohio, in 1844, at the age of 23, with the highest honors of 
his class. In 1847 he completed his course at Andover Theological 
Seminary and spent the next winter preaching in Montreal. In 1849 
he was ordained in Hopkinton, N. H., whence he was called to the 
church in West Randolph, Mass., and installed there in 1852. In 
November, 1858, he resigned his pastorate at West Randolph, and 
in May, 1859, was installed in West Brookfield, Mass.

honor of his father, Rev. John P. Cowling, born in St. 
Teath, Cornwall, England, April 11, 1853; died in 
Scottdale, Pa., September 9, 1907. 


Mr. Cowling began preaching in England at the age of eighteen. 
In 1882 he came to America and for five years was a local preacher 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church. In September, 1887, he was 
placed in charge of the Shamokin Circuit of the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ, which charge he served for three years. 
He was ordained in the United Brethren Church in 1890 and for 
four years was pastor of the church in Shamokin, Pa. From 1894 to 
1897 he was Presiding Elder of the Ontario, Can., Conference, after 
which he held the following pastorates in United Brethren Churches 
in Pennsylvania: Du Bois, Greensburg, Scottdale, Tyron, Shumaker 
Memorial, McKeesport. The large church in Shamokin was built 
during his pastorate, and the churches at Greensburg and Scottdale 
are two of the strongest in the denomination. 
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by Lewis A. CrossETT, Boston, Mass., in honor of his 
father and mother, Robert Crossett, born in Springfield, 
Mass., 1809; died in the same place in 1862; and Ruth 
Ellen Lewis Crossett, born in Walpole, Mass, 1828; 
died 1872. 


by GEoRGE L. Fox, New Haven, Conn., in honor of 
Mrs. T. W. T. (Virginia Hamlin Hubbard) Curtis, 
born in Augusta, Maine, August 5, 1831, and died in 
New Haven, Conn., October 9, 1918. 


Mrs. Hubbard was for many years vice-principal of Hillhouse High 
School of New Haven; also, president of the New Haven Hospital 
School of Nurses and the Young Women’s Christian Association. 


A very noble woman of the finest type of Puritam character, whose 
life was an embodiment of sympathy for all her fellow citizens and 
devoted service to her family and community. She was beloved by 
many classes of pupils at the Hillhouse High School, to whom she 
had endeared herself by her devotion, sympathy, kindly advice and 
constant interest in their welfare. She was a member of Center 
Church, New Haven, for nearly fifty years. 


by D. P. CuTLer, Rockford, IIL., in honor of his mother, 
Mrs. A. E. Cutler, born in Princeton, Ill., September 26, 
1839, and died in Pasadena, Cal., March 8, 1920. 


She lived a good Christian life; a devoted wife and the mother 
of five boys and two girls; beloved by all who knew her. 
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by Mrs. ANNIE E. DucKwortTH, Springfield, Mass., 
in honor of her daughter, Mrs. William Henry

by JOHN Davis, Detroit, Mich., in honor of his father, 
Rev. Emerson Davis, D.D., born July 18, 1798; died

Dr. Davis graduated from Williams College in the class of 1821 
and during the next five years he taught, first in Westfield Academy 
and, for the last three years, as tutor in Williams College, at the same 
time studying theology with Rev. E. D. Griffin, D.D. He was 
licensed to preach in 1824, but continued his work as preceptor in 
Westfield Academy until 1836, when he was ordained pastor of the 
Westfield Congregational Church, a charge which he held until his 
death. In 1833 he was appointed a trustee of Williams College 
and later vice-president, an office created for him and not continued 
after his death. He received the degree of Doctor of Divinity from 
Harvard College. 


Dr. Davis was a member of the Massachusetts Board of Education 
for two years, and published various treatises upon educational 
topics; also, ‘A Short History of Westfield’s Half-Century,” a review 
of important events 1800 to 1850. At the time of his death he had 
in manuscript a “History of Congregational Ministers of New Eng- 
land,” 
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by Mrs. Joshua Davis, William H. Davis, and Mrs. 
Cora D. Danforth, Kane, Pa., in honor of Joshua Davis, 
born in Cambria County, Pa., February 6, 1843; died in 
1907. 


Joshua Davis, pioneer citizen of Kane, Pa., was born of Welsh 
parentage. He received a limited education and spent his early years 
near Ebensburg. During the Civil War he served with the 209th 
Regiment of Pennsylvania Volunteers. In 1866 he married Hannah 
Howells, of Ebensburg, and shortly after they moved to Kane where 
Mr. Davis engaged in the mercantile business. Later he became 
interested in manufacturing and banking. He heartily supported all 
industries and institutions that made for the development of Kane, 
thus winning the name of Kane’s foremost citizen at the time of his 
death in 1907. Mr. Davis was a charter member of the First Con- 
gregational Church of Kane and served continuously either as church 
treasurer or president of the Board of Trustees. He was liberal in 
his support of church work and loyal at all times to Christian work 
in the community. 


by Rev. and Mrs. WILLIAM Horace (Rachel B.) Day, 
Bridgeport, Conn., in honor of Dr. Day’s father, Rev. 
Warren Finney Day, D.D., born in Sharon, Vermont, 
April 1, 1838; died in Los Angeles, Cal., January 8, 
1943: 


Dr. Day graduated from Wheaton College in 1863 and from 
Chicago Theological Seminary in 1866. He held student pastorates 
at Bloomingdale, Il., and Vernon, Mich., and served as pastor in 
Galesburg, Mich., 1869 to 1874; in Union City, Mich., 1874 to 1877; 
in East Saginaw, Mich., 1877 to 1882. Following his service in East 
Saginaw, he spent a year in travel in Europe and the Near East; 
and on his return, was called to the First Congregational Church of 
Ottawa, Ill., where he remained until 1894. In 1894 he was called 
to Los Angeles and served there in the First Congregational Church, 
as pastor from 1894 to 1900, co-pastor with his son, 1900 to 1903, 
and pastor emeritus, 1903 to 1913.

whose qualities of mind, genial and loving, and self- 
sacrificing spirit will always be cherished by the mem- 
bers of his church. 


Dr. Dyott was born in Easton, Md., March 28, 1863, and died in 
Portland, Ore., December 23, 1917. He was graduated from the 
Westminster Theological Academy in 1866, and was ordained to the 
Methodist ministry in 1887, serving that denomination in Harpetr’s 
Ferry, W. Va., and Newark, N. J., until 1901. He was pastor of the 
United Congregational Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., from 1901 to 1907, 
and then went to Portland, Ore., where he was pastor of the First 
Congregational Church until his death in 1917. 


Dr. Dyott was energetic, aggressive and untiring in his efforts for 
the cause in which he was engaged, and aside from his distinctively 
church duties, took an active part in civic affairs. 


The degree of Doctor of Divinity was given to him by the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. 
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by Luctus Root EASTMAN, 3rd, Scarsdale, N. Y., in 
honor of his father and mother, Lucius Root Eastman, 
2nd, D.D., born in Sharon, Mass., January 25, 1839; 
died in Framingham, Mass., October 26, 1916; and 
Rebecca Porter Eastman, born in Berkley, Mass., 
Match 14, 1844; died in Framingham, Mass., August 
28, 1921. 


Dr. Eastman graduated from Amherst College in 1857 and was 
principal of Bacon Academy the following year. He then entered 
Andover Theological Seminary and graduated in 1861. He was 
otdained in 1862 and held the following pastorates: South Church 
of Braintree, Mass., 1862 to 1865; Second Church, Holyoke, Mass., 
1865 to 1867; Franklin Street Church, East Somerville, Mass., 1867 
to 1871; Plymouth Church, Framingham, Mass., 1871 to 1909. Dr. 
Eastman’s pastorate in Framingham of almost forty years is sufficient 
evidence both of his ability as a preacher and his fidelity as a pastor. 
He was also keenly interested in local civic affairs, especially those 
of a cultural nature, and taught Greek, Latin and Ancient History 
in the East Somerville High School and the State Normal School of 
Framingham for several years while pastor in those places. He was a 
member of the School Board and of the Board of Trustees of the 
town library during the greater part of his residence in Framingham, 
frequently in the capacity of chairman. Under his leadership the 
town library grew from a miscellaneous collection of a few hundred 
volumes to one of the largest and best selected libraries of semi- 
rural Massachusetts. 


Dr. Eastman was always an interested and honored figure in the 
civic affairs of the town, and in his religious thinking was tolerant, 
open-minded and abreast of the progressive thought of his day. 
Withal he found time to enter closely and sympathetically into the 
intellectual and spiritual life of his growing family. Seven sons 
were graduated from Amherst College, his alma mater and that of 
his father, Rev. Lucius Root Eastman, 1st. He received the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity from Amherst in 1902. 


Mrs, Eastman was an able advisor and helper in all his public 
activities and a beloved mother of their large family of children. 
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by Mrs. FREDERICK EGGERT, Portland, Ore., in honor 
of her husband, who was born in Milwaukee, Wis., 
May 30, 1843, and died in Portland, Ore., April 26, 
1918. 


In 1856 Mr. Eggert’s parents removed to Lawrence, Kansas, where 
he was one of the survivors of Quantrell’s Raid in 1863. In 1873 
he was married to Elizabeth Avery, and in 1876 Mr. and Mrs. Eggert 
moved to Albany, and in 1882 to Portland, Ore. Though always 
frail in health, he was ‘“‘diligent in business, fervent in spirit, serving 
the Lord.” He gave liberally of his personal service and means to the 
churches with which he was connected, the Methodist in Kansas and 
the Congregational in Oregon. 


A companionable friend, a wise counselor, “he was the soul of 
integrity’ and left a name honored at home and abroad.

Mr. Ely graduated from Yale College in 1813 and from Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1817, and was ordained at Vernon, Conn., 
on March 11, 1818. He remained in Vernon for four years, and 
was then called to North Mansfield (now Storrs), Conn., where he 
was pastor for sixteen years. 


In 1820 he was married to Harriet Whiting, daughter of Spencer 
Whiting, of Hartford, Conn. 
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by the First Congregational Church, Concord, N. H., 
in honor of its second pastor, Rev. Israel Evans, born 
in Tredyffrin, Great Valley, Chester County, Pa., in 
the year 1747; died in Concord, N. H., March 9, 1807. 


Mr. Evans graduated at ‘Nassau Hall,’ now Princeton University, 
in 1772, was licensed to preach by the First Presbytery of Philadelphia 
in 1775 and ordained as chaplain in the American Army in 1776. 
Chaplain Evans enjoyed the great distinction of being the only one 
holding that office to remain continuously throughout the Revolution. 
He was known as “Washington’s Chaplain.” On invitation of 
General Washington, Mr. Evans delivered the address before the 
assembled French and American Armies at the surrender of the British 
forces under General Cornwallis at Yorktown. His text was “Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped us.’’ He was installed pastor of the First 
Congregational Church, Concord, July 1, 1789, and resigned after 
a service of eight years, residing in Concord, however, until his 
death. He was a trustee of Dartmouth College, 1793 to 1807. 


His father and grandfather were ministers of the Gospel in this 
country, and his great-grandfather was a minister in Wales.

Mr. Farley was secretary of the Boston Pilgrim Memorial Fund 
for many years.

San Francisco, Oakland, Los Angeles, California; Tucson, Arizona;

He 
was for many years clerk of Old South Church in Boston, holding 
that office longer than any one else ever elected.

In his life he dis- 
played devotion to his own assured principles, charitableness for the 
views of others, clear vision, sound judgment, and a deep sympathy.

He wrote on many religious and philosophical subjects, and was a 
great student of liturgies, editing ‘““Aids to Common Worship’ pub- 
lished by the Century Company in 1887. From early manhood he 
was an ardent upholder of unity in the Church of Christ, and was 
at one time editor of the periodical, “Church Union.” 


by GEORGE A. GUNN, Greenfield, Mass., in honor of 
his mother, Mary Frances Cleveland Bradford Gunn, 
born in Crown Point, N. Y., February 13, 1827; died 
in Sunderland, Mass., September 19, 1901. 


Mrs. Gunn was a descendant in the eighth generation of William

Mr. Haynes was ordained in Harwich, Mass., in 1894 and held 
pastorates in Harwich; in Chicago, where he was assistant to Dr.

Artemas Jean Haynes was a great preacher; a man of spiritual 
genius and of intellectual strength.

Company, served two terms as representative in the Massachusetts 
Legislature and was a member of the Ways and Means Committee. 
He was a member of the Newton Highlands Congregational Church, 
and served at various times as deacon, Sunday-school superintendent, 
and as a member of different committees. 
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by Mr. and Mrs. MayNarD T. (Marjorie F.) HAZEN, 
Hartford, Conn., in honor of Rev. Azel Washburn 
Hazen, D.D., born in Berlin, Vermont, April 10, 1841; 
died in Middletown, Conn., July 4, 1928. 


Dr. Hazen graduated from Dartmouth College in 1863 and from 
Andover Seminary in 1868. He was ordained pastor of the First 
Church of Christ, Middletown, Conn., March 10, 1869; resigned and 
was made pastor emeritus in 1916. He received the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity from Dartmouth College in 1888. 


He was a director of the Missionary Society of Connecticut for 25 
years, a trustee of the Hartford Theological Seminary for 25 years; 
trustee of Wesleyan University for 20 years, of the Russell Library, 
Middletown, 47 years, and president of the Middlesex County His- 
torical Society for 20 years. 


He published several pamphlets and also a Brief History of the 
First Church of Christ in Middletown, 1668 to 1918.

ingway, born in New Haven, Conn., May 25, 1893;

Harold Ludington Hemingway was educated in private schools and 
prepared for college at Hopkins Grammar School, graduating from 
there 1909, Phillips Academy, 1910, Yale, 1914. After one year in 
the New Haven Savings Bank and two with Estabrook & Co., Bankers 
of Boston, Massachusetts, he entered the First Officers Training Camp, 
Plattsburg, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant, August, 1917. 
He sailed for France October, 1917, went into action at Soissons, was 
in all the hard fighting done by the 26th Division, was recommended 
for D. S. C. for exceptional bravery, and his Captaincy came the day 
he died, from wounds, October 21, 1918, near Verdun, France.

He graduated from Boston University Theological School and was 
ordained to the Methodist Episcopal ministry in 1863; afterwards 
holding pastorates in the Central New York Conference and in 
Chelsea, Mass. In 1886 he joined the Congregational denomination 
and was installed as pastor of the Maverick Congregational Church, 
East Boston, Mass. He was pastor of the Piedmont Congregational 
Church, Worcester, Mass., from 1893 to 1897, and concluded his 
active service with the pastorate of the Mystic Congregational Church, 
Medford, Mass. Dr. Horr held many positions of honor as director 
of state and national missionary societies, delegate to the National 
Council of Congregational Churches, etc. His published works in- 
clude pamphlets and sermons, among them eighteen sermons published 
by the Monday Club. He received the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
from Bates College. 


Dr. Horr married in 1864 Bessie Winslow, of Watertown, N. Y., 
and, is survived by three children, Albert W. and John W. Horr and 
Mrs. Frederick B. Lovejoy.

Haven, Conn., 1885-1901, and pastor emeritus until his death. Dr. 
Munger received the degree of Doctor of Divinity from Illinois

Among his many published works were “On the Threshold,”

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by his daughters, M. Hattie and Sarah Rogers, New 
Britain, Conn., in honor of Daniel Mallory Rogers, 
born in North Cornwall, Conn., February 28, 1821; 
died in New Britain, Conn., December 25, 1904. 


Mr. Rogers came of old New England stock, being a direct descend- 
ant of Mayflower ancestry. He was a school teacher and farmer in 
North Cornwall and in East Berlin, and for the last thirty-eight years 
of his life, a business man in New Britain. During all his life, he 
took a deep interest in church work, and while living in East Berlin 
was most active in helping to organize the first Sunday-school, and 
was appointed its superintendent.

Mr. Shipman graduated from Yale in 1818 and from Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1821. He supplied in various Connecticut 
churches and in Brooklyn, N. Y., served in Ohio as a pioneer 
missionary, and preached for some months in Norwichtown, Conn., 
until 1825, when he was installed pastor of the First Church, 
Southbury, Conn., where he served for a decade. He was pastor of 
the Bozrah Church from 1837 to 1842 and in Jewett City until 1854, 
when ill health compelled him to resign. After his health was 
restored, he became, by virtue of fitness rather than appointment, 
pastor at large of a great parish, covering much of New London 
and Windham Counties. He not only supplied vacant pulpits on 
Sundays, but was a true friend and wise counselor to the people 
for more than thirty years. He served as registrar of the New London 
County Ministers’ Meetings for forty-nine years.

Mrs. WILLIAM L. McKEE, Boston, Mass., 
in honor of Rev. William C. Stitt, D.D., born in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., April 23, 1835; died in New York City, 
January 2, 1904. 


Dr. Stitt graduated from Princeton University in 1856 and from 
Princeton Theological Seminary in 1860. He served three months 
with the United States Sanitary Commission among the sick of 
General McClellan’s Army and then with the Christian Commission. 
In his first pastorate, in the Presbyterian Church of Hagerstown, Md., 
in 1862, he found his congregation divided by the issues of the 
Civil War. Without abating his own intense loyalty to the Union, 
he gave himself unstintedly to labor in behalf of the sick and dying 
of both armies. His ministrations held the church together and won 
for himself life-long friends. His later pastorates were Hardwick 
Church, Warren Co., N. J., 1868-72, and Reformed Church, Piermont, 
N. Y., 1872-87. The last work was highly successful, with constant 
additions to the church. 


Dr. Stitt’s last active service in the pastorate was with the Presby- 
terian Church of Hazleton, Pa., which began in 1887 and terminated 
fourteen months later with a call to the secretaryship of the American 
Seaman’s Friend Society. Here he remained for fourteen years, until 
his death in 1904. In New York City and with the Seaman’s Friend 
Society, Dr. Stitt found a field for preaching and for pastoral work 
that was large and worthy of the exercise of his highest talents. He 
edited three magazines for the Society; he carried on an immense 
correspondence, extending over almost the whole world; he preached 
in behalf of the cause of seamen, and managed the wide-spread 
Loan Library work of his Society. Dr. Stitt for several years edited 
the literary column of the New York Evangelist in the days when 
that paper was noted for its book reviews; and the best scholars 
of the land turned to the columns of estimate and criticism that he 
wrote. 


The degree of Doctor of Divinity was given to Dr. Stitt by 
Princeton University.

Dr. Twichell graduated from Yale in 1858, and studied for two 
years at Union Theological Seminary. He entered the Union Army 
as Chaplain of the 71st New York Regiment, recruited by Gen. 
Daniel Sickles. He was mustered out July 30, 1864, and entered 
Andover Theological Seminary, from which he was called in the 
following year to be the first pastor of the Asylum Hill Congrega- 
tional Church of Hartford. He was installed on December 13, 1865. 
After forty-six years of active service, he resigned the pastorate in 
1911, but remained as pastor emeritus until his death. 


He was a fellow of the Corporation of Yale University from 1874 
to 1913, when he received the degree of Doctor of Divinity, which 
he had previously declined. He was a member of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac, the Loyal Legion, Third Army Corps Union, 
and the Grand Army of the Republic. He was the author of a “Life 
of John Winthrop” and “Some Old Puritan Love Letters” (corres- 
pondence of John and Margaret Winthrop). 


Dr. Twichell had a most winsome personality and, in extraordinary 
degree, the friend-making gift. His life was crowned with the un- 
measured affection of the people to whom the entire period of his 
ministry of nearly fifty years was devoted. As a pastor, as a citizen 
of his city, as an associate of his brethren in the ministry, and in all 
the wider ranges of his service, he was beloved beyond words. 
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by Mrs. J. H. (Julia Tuthill) Moore, Chicago, Ill., 
in honor of Rev. George Miller Tuthill, born in 
Wading River, N. Y., October 31, 1818; died in 
Kalamazoo, Mich., May 9, 1883. 


Mr. Tuthill graduated from Amherst in 1839, and after teaching 
for four years, entered Union Theological Seminary in 1843, graduat- 
ing in 1846. He continued his lectures in medicine and theology for 
another year, and was ordained in 1847. He martied Anna H. Hall, 
of New York, and went to St. Louis, Mo., where he organized the 
Spruce Street Presbyterian Church. He held successive pastorates in 
the Presbyterian Church in Godfrey, Ill., and in the Congregational 
Churches of St. Clair and Pontiac, Mich., Ashtabula, Ohio, and St. 
Johns, Mich. In 1871 he became connected with the American Bible 
Society, and remained as superintendent for Michigan and Wisconsin 
until his death in 1883. 


by Edwin N., Clifford M., Frederick B., and Daniel 
Tyler, Brookline, Mass., in honor of Mrs. Harriet 
Norton Tyler, born in Boston, Mass., December 15, 
1842; died in Brookline, Mass., March 16, 1906.

Mr. Walker graduated at Harvard College in 1725, and was in- 
stalled pastor of the First Congregational Church in Concord, Novem- 
ber 16, 1730. For more than half a century he directed the thought 
and was the religious teacher of the early settlers. The deep impress 
of this early ministry has never been effaced. He served the town, 
as well as the church, and his influence, to a large degree, decided 
its moral tone and habits. He visited England three times as agent 
for the town to confirm its endangered rights, and was enabled by his 
personal influence and wisdom to make secure forever the claims and 
privileges of the settlers. 


by D. S. Blakeslee, Ida A. Barnes, C. C. Chamberlin, 
and Mrs. Mary M. Dickerman, Plantsville, Conn., in 
honor of Stephen Walkley, born in Southington, Conn., 
June 27, 1832; died in the same place, December 21, 
1915. 


Mr. Walkley was secretary of the Peck, Stow & Wilcox Co., 1870 to 
1872; editor and publisher in Southington, 1872 to 1875, and treasurer 
of the Peck, Stow & Wilcox Co., 1875 to 1908. He enlisted in 
Company A, 7th Regiment, Connecticut Volunteers, in 1861 and was 
honorably discharged September 12, 1864. He was twice elected a 
member of the Connecticut House of Representatives and ably served 
his town in many capacities. He wrote and published in 1905 a 
History of the Seventh Connecticut Volunteer Infantry, and in 1909 
compiled and published a Genealogical Index of Richard Walkley’s 
descendants. 


Mr. Walkley was an active member of the Plantsville Congrega- 
tional Church and carried his religion into his daily life as very 
few men do. He was universally respected and loved, and inspired 
to good things all with whom he came in contact.

Lizzie E. Wells Watson, Fargo, N. D., in honor of 
their parents, Rev. Milton Wells, born in Johnstown, 
N. Y., April 22, 1814; died in Palmyra, Wis., April,

Mr. Wells went to Wisconsin as a home missionary in 1844, and 
resided and preached in various towns of the state until his death.

He 
was the son of Thomas Wells, who came to Saybrook, Conn., in 1636, 
and held many high offices in the Colony of Connecticut, as well as 
being a Commissioner of the United Colonies.

Mary Elizabeth Barbour united with the Congregational Church in 
Groton while quite young and was most useful in the church and 
particularly in the Sunday-school work until she married in 1842 the 
Rev. Alphonso Loring Whitman, settled at that time in Greenville, 
Conn. (near Norwich) ; later pastorates were at Westerly, R. I., when 
the Congregational Church Society was formed, and at Tiverton Four 
Corners, R. I. On account of Mr. Whitman’s failing health chey 
returned to Groton, Conn., where she at once resumed her loved 
Sunday-school work, having a class of boys—later the class of strong 
young men of the Church. One of her pupils is now a pastor at 
Norwich Town, Conn.; three others are deacons of the home church, 
where after twenty-one years she is still held in loving remembrance. 
“And her works do follow her.” With small means she was always 
a generous contributor to all missionary societies of the church. 
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by Mrs. Frank Dunn (Elizabeth Whittelsey) Berrien 
and Mrs. Percy T. (Sarah S. Whittelsey) Walden, New 
Haven, Conn., in honor of Rev. Chauncey Whittelsey, 
born in Wallingford, Conn., October 8, 1717; died in 
New Haven, Conn., July 24, 1787; buried in the Crypt 
of Center Church. 


Mr. Whittelsey graduated from Yale College in 1738. He served 
as tutor of the college during his whole course and for two years 
after his graduation. He resigned this office in 1740, and in 1745 
was licensed to preach as a candidate for settlement in Amity Parish. 
In 1758 he removed to New Haven, and at the age of 44 years began 
his ministry in the First Church of Christ in that city, his pastorate 
continuing until his death in 1787. 


Mr. Whittelsey married for his second wife Martha Newton, great- 
great-granddaughter of Rev. Thomas Hooker. In a sermon preached 
by Rev. James Danna on July 29, 1787, being the Lord’s Day after 
the funeral of Rev. C. W. Whittelsey, 30 years pastor of the church, 
he said, “You, my children, will account it an honor to have descended 
from such a parent as your father was. The generation of the upright 
shall be blessed.”’

Dr. Whittlesey graduated from Yale Medical School in 1843 and 
was a druggist in New Haven from 1845 to 1878. He was deacon 
and member of Society’s Committee in the First Church of Christ 
(Center Church), New Haven; was president of the Y. M. C. A., 
and treasurer of the New Hampshire County Agricultural Association. 
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by their son, George N.: Whittlesey, and his wife, 
Geraldine Noél Whittlesey, in honor of Rev. Nathan 
Hart Whittlesey, D.D., born in New Preston, Conn., 
April 19, 1848; died in Washington, D. C., February 
20, 1901, and Harriet Newell Whittlesey, born in New 
Haven, Conn., July 28, 1849; died in Boston, Mass., 
September 10, 1912. 


Dr. Whittlesey was a descendant of John and Ruth Dudley Whittle- 
sey, who came from Cambridgeshire, England, in 1635. He graduated 
from Yale Collége in 1871 and from Yale Divinity School in 1875; 
was ordained as a Congregational minister and at once assumed the 
pastorate of the First Congregational Church at Creston, Iowa, which 
increased its membership sixfold and its benevolent gifts twelvefold 
during his ministry. He was preacher before the Congregational 
State Association in. 1884, its moderator in 1886, anda delegate in 
that year to the National Council. In 1887 he was called to the 
First Congregational Church in Evanston, Ill., where he again had a 
fruitful pastorate of five years, in the course of which he also was 
director of the Illinois Home Missionary Society, president of the 
Chicago Congregational Club, and delegate to the National Council. 


On February 9, 1890, Dr. Whittlesey preached the first sermon 
for the Congregational Ministerial Relief Fund; and in October, 1892, 
he was chosen by the National Council as the first secretary of the 
Committee for National Ministerial Relief (now the Congregational 
Board of Ministerial Relief). For seven years thereafter he preached 
without interruption or vacation to awaken the churches in the in- 
terest of the aged ministers of the Congregational churches, their 
widows and orphans, and to raise a permanent fund for the needy 
among them. In this work he lavishly expended his powers of body, 
mind and heart, literally giving his life in order that they should 
not suffer want after long years of service. 


Mrs. Whittlesey was an ideal wife and mother, and also shared 
with joyful enthusiasm, and to a remarkable degree, in her husband’s 
work. She was keenly interested in missionary work at home and 
abroad and was a life member of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions. During the last year of Dr. Whittlesey’s 
life, when he was unable to carry on the work of the Ministerial 
Relief Board, Mrs. Whittlesey devoted herself to it, conducting the 
voluminous correspondence with churches and with the pensioners of 
the Board. After her husband’s death, she served as acting corres- 
ponding secretary until the appointment of his successor. 
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by Mary S. WHITTLESEY, New Britain, Conn., in honor 
of Frederick Whittlesey, born in New Preston, Conn., 
1833; died in New Britain, Conn., September 23, 1916. 


Mr. Whittlesey came to New Britain in 1859, when it was a 
scattered little town of 5,000 inhabitants, and successfully conducted 
a mercantile business for twenty-seven years, watching with great in- 
terest the growth of the town, politically and industrially. He was 
careful, conscientious and conservative, and his business acumen and 
wise judgment made for success. He had confidence in the city, and 
stamped his sterling integrity upon the business life of his time. 
He was sure of his friends, and his friends were sure of him. He 
was a Councilman and had much influence in securing better streets 
for the city. 


Mr. Whittlesey was a member of the First Church and a faithful 
supporter of its life and work.

Dr. Windsor came to this country with his parents when he was 
twelve years old and entered Iowa College in its first year, he and 
his brother being the first graduating class. He was also a graduate 
of Andover Theological Seminary, and received the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity from Iowa College in 1900. He was ordained in Mitchell, 
Iowa, in April, 1858, and was married to Harriet Butler Holmes in 
the following June. During the next thirty years he held pastorates 
in Mitchell, Iowa; Davenport, Iowa; Sycamore, Ill.; Morrisville, 
N. Y.; Marshalltown, Iowa, and Aurora, Ill. Owing to throat trouble, 
he was compelled to give up public speaking, and in 1888 he moved 
to California and settled near the small village of Campbell. Later, 
when his voice had been restored, he organized a Congregational 
Church in Campbell, and remained the pastor of the rapidly growing 
church until April, 1903, when he resigned, though still remaining a 
faithful member and friend of the church he had planted. 


He was a man of wonderful sweetness, kindliness, and humility. 
His attainments did much to mold the spirit of the young community, 
to which he brought the ripe fulness of his later years.
